earth, with their Walls, Gates, Town dr Gild-halls, 
Courts, Liberties, Cuſtoms, Privileges, Freedoms, 
Juriſdictions, Magiſtrates, and Officers, in their For- 
malities, and all extravagant, uncontroulable, an 
abſolute Powers, and abſurd Rights, they have 
late years pretended to. | 
But, whoever will ſeriouſly peruſe this Treatiſe, 
ſhall find the dates of their originals, ind gradual 
augmentations,* and muſt confeſs they haye nothi 
of the greatneſs and authority they boaſt of, but from 
the bounty of our ancient Kings, and their ſucceſſors 
notwithſtanding any other confirmations or acquire:

And therefore I have oppoſed matter of fact, 
through the whole diſcourſe to theſe fond imagina- 
tions, and eaſy notions, and for the clearer demon- 
ſtration of what I intended to evince, have produced 
all the inſtances of Cities, Burghs, and Towns in both 
the books called Domeſday-Books, from whence I 
could receive any ſatisfaction of the condition and im- 
port of Burgbs and Burgeſſes in the Saxon times, with- 
out any particular Allens from theſe inſtances, or 
remarks upon them. 

Tis eaſy for any man that will but note them to 
obſerve, that according to the modern way of ſpeak- 
ing, they then made but a ſmall figure in the nation; 


to be ſure the Burghs were not diſtinct Common- 
wealths or Governments, nor the Burgeſſes Stateſmen, 


or people of much intereſt, whatſoever ſome popular 
and factious writers, who {cribble by rote, and accord- , 
ing to. their own fancies, have delivered to the 
contrary. 

Many other places not named in this Treatiſe, are 
either called Burghs in the Conqueror's ſurvey, or 
there are Burgeſſes mentioned in the deſcription of 
them; ſeveral of which are not now eſteemed Burghs, 
nor is there any light of information to be had from 
them, what Burghs or Burgeſſes then were, as Torchſey, 
Louth and Stanford in Lincolnſhire, Stainings in Eſſex, 
Scepteſbury or 4 wry in Dorſetſhire, Domnitone or 
Dountone, Theodulveſide, Sareſburie, Wilton, Malm 
Chrichlade, and Caun in Mili. Lideford and Totne 
in Devon, Colche/ter and Maldon in Eſſex, Winchelcumb 
in Ghecefterſhire, Hereford, Snotting or Notting- 
ham, theſe have the bare names only of Burghs, or ſome 
Burgeſſes are ſaid to have lived in them, without any 
thing relating to their quality or condition.

According to the tenor of the writ of ſummons, 
we find by this commiſſion, that the Citizens and 
Burgeſſes were in this Parliament, and that they 
were different perſons from the ALII DE REGNo, 
mentioned after the Earls, Barons and Knights, 
for they gave the eleventh part, and theſe the ſe- 
venth, ſomewhat more than a third beyond what 
they gave; and it became a ſettled rule afterward 
for the Citizens, Burgeſſes and Tenants in ancient 
demeaſns to give a third part more, or thereabouts 
of their perſonal eſtates, than the Earls, Barons and 
I did grant. 


The ſummons to this Parliament directed to the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury is very obſervable, and 
may furniſh us with the reaſon why the King ſum- 


moned the Citizens and Burgeſles to it.

The treating, ordaining, and appointing . remes 
dies to prevent the imminent dangers to the kingdom,

goods, There were no laws made, or other matters 
diſpatched in this Parliament, as was hinted before. 


Having thus proved, the time when, and the 
cauſe why, Citizens, Burgeſſes, and the Tenants 
of the King's Demeaſns, were at firſt ſummoned to 
Parliament, we ſhall proceed to diſcover what Cities 
and Burghs ſent their Repreſentatives, or Citizens 
and Burgeſſes, upon ſuch ſummons. The anſwer 
to this is very ſhort, that they were only the Domi- 


nici Civitates, and Burgi Regis, the King's De- 


meaſn Cities and Burghs, ſuch as had Charters from 
the King, and paid a fee-farm rent in lieu of the 
cuſtoms, and other advantages and royalties that 
belonged to the Crown, and were originally taken 
and gathered by the King's Collectors and officers, 
whether Bayliffs, Port-Reves, Seneſcals; or Stew- 
ards, or by what other names they were called. 
But afterward collected and received by officers, 
choſen by the Cities and Burghs, according to li- 
cence, granted by the King's Charter, to the uſe 
of ſuch Cities and Burghs, or perhaps, ſometimes 
by permiſſion only. 


This doth abundantly appear by the account given | 


of great Yarmouth, in the [8] Appendix, where 
after the defcription of that and Gorleſton, taken

Not long after King John had granted his 
Charter, there happened a controverſy, between 
Gorleſton and South -Yarmouth in Luthingtond, 
both on the cther ſide of the river, and Great Yar- 
mouth, [1] about certain cuſtoms and privileges in 
the 12th of Henry the Third, and [2 again, in 
the 34th of Edward the Firſt, which was determined 
in the Exchequer by the Lord Treaſurer, the Chan- 
cellor of England, the Juſticcs of both Benches, 
and others of the King's Counſel. By which [3] 
record it is evident, That Great Yarmouth was 
holden of the King in fee-farm, was ſtiled, villa 
Regis, the King's town, and fiber Burgus, a free 
Burgh, and enjoyed ſuch liberties as belonged to a 
free Burgh, only by, and in reſpect of the Charter.

It was, and is the general opinion of f lawyers, 1 Commons 


That ſuch towns as ſent Burgeſſes to Parliament, 
though but very ſeldom, and paid tenths when they 
were granted in Parliament, were Burghs, notwith- 
ſtanding they had not, nor perhaps now have any 
Charter, fair, market, franchiſe, or other liber- 
ties which ſhould conſtitute, and make them Burghs, 
But this is a mighty miſtake: for there were an- 
ciently, and are yet many towns that ſent their re- 
preſentatives to Parliament, which were not Burghs, 
but only towns of ancient demeaſns, and theſe (in 
the granting of taxes eſpecially) conſulted,” and 
gave their conſent with the Citizens and Burgeſſes, 
who in all taxes upon goods and perſonal eſtates did 
uſually give and pay about'one third or fourth more 
than the other towns which were neither Cities or 
Burghs, or ancient demeaſns, before the tenths and 
fifteenths were conſtantly and regularly ſettled. 


This will be fully evinced by the following re- 
cords, Edward the Firſt intending to Knight his 
ſon, [4] ſummoned the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, 
Abbats, Priors, Earls, Barons, and other great 
men to be before him and his Council, on the mor- 
row after Holy Trinity, to treat of, and grant an 
aid which was due upon that occaſion, He alſo 
ſent to all the Sheriffs of England, to [5] cauſe to 
come before him and his Council on the ſame day, 
two Knights of every county, and of every City 
two Citizens, and of every Burgh two or one 
Burgeſſes, as the Burgh was greater or leſſer, to 
treat, ordain, and conſent, &c,

Before this time there were two chief Taxors ap- 
pointed by the King in every County, who appoint- 
ed twelve in every hundred, to raiſe every Man's 
Perſonal Eſtate according to the true value, and then 
to levy a thirtieth, or an eighteenth part of it, as ĩt 
was granted by the EaRLs, Barons and KniGHTs 
of Shire in PaRLIIAuzNwr.

inhabitants (I ſuppoſe) amongſt themſelves z the 
chief Collectors and Taxors in every County were

I could never find the roll, or any book of this 
eſtabliſhment of this eighth year of King Edward 
the Third. But in a {6] book of fifteenths and 
tenths in the third year of King Henry the Fifth, 
where the particular ſums of every ordinary Town, 
and of every City, Burgh, and * Town of ancient 
Demeaſns in all Counties in England are noted, 
there is often reference to the particulars of ſuch a 
Roll in that eighth year. After which time, when 
tenths and fifteenths were reduced to a certainty, 
the Parliament for the moſt part 6RanTED Taxes 
of thoſe denominations, half a tenth, and fifteenth, 
a whole tenth, and fifteenth, two tenths, and two 


fifteenths, &c. according to the exigeney of the 


King's affairs, 


There hath been often mention made of the 
King's Demeaſn Cities and Burghs, as well as of 
his Tenants of ancient Demeaſn, in this Treatiſe, 
And it will much tend to the underſtanding of it, 
and of ancient Records and Hiſtory where they are | 
mentioned, to know what they were. And if they 
be duly conſidered, they are not much unlike one 
another, having their names from the ſame thing,

Eſtates were above the Rent, or in reſpe& of the 
Tenure, to be to them, ut, or tanguam de feodo, as 
if they were holden in Fee, paying their Rent, and 


Tallages. 


Of the ſame condition were Cities and Burghs; 
at firſt they were kept in the King's hands, and 
the cuſtoms and profits, that aroſe from trade, ga- 
thered by his Bayliffs and Officers, which after- 
ward were let out in Fee-Farm, to the communi- 
ties of Cities and Burghs, which commonly were 
made ſuch, by the ſame Charters by which the 
Cuſtoms: in kind, or the true value of them, as 
then collected, were changed into Fee-Farm Rents, 
and the King's Officers, or others in lieu of them, 
were made Officers as well to the Cities and Burghs, 
as to himſelf. This is clearly apparent from the 
Narrative of Great Yarmouth, in the Appendix 
N. 1. A. N. 1. B. and from the Charter N. 2, as 
alſo from the ſecond Charter of Donewic, N, 3. B. 
and from others. And may further be confirmed 
by the following Record.

It cannot be denied, that many Towns which 
are now Parliament Burghs were the ancient De- 
meaſns of the Crown, and that the Lands belong- 
ing to them were holden in Fee-Farm. But then 
it muſt be conſidered, that the Towns and Lands 
ſo holden, were holden by particular men, by grant 
from the Crown, and as Tenants to the Manor, 
where the Lands lay, or to ſome other Manor, at 
ſome diſtance from them, and therefore for this rea= © 
ſon, they could not be called, Civitates & Burgi Domi- e, _ 
nici Regis. The King's Demeaſn Cities and Burghs Burghs why 
but muſt be ſo called, by reaſon of the Fee-Farm eq — 
they paid as Cities and Burghs, as Communities, Burghs.

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Truro, Truru, or Triuereu, was ſome time the Truro, 

poſſeſſion of Richard de Lucy, a perſon of great 
note in the reigns of King Stephen, and Henry the 
Second ; in the eighth of whoſe Reign he was 
made Juſtice of England, From him it came to 
Reginald Fitz-Roy, who was one of the illegitimate 
Sons of King Henry the Firſt, and was [2] created [2] Dugd. 
Earl of Cornwall by King Stephen in the Fifth of Cel. . 
his Reign, and died in the 21ſt of Henry the Se- 
cond. He, by his Charter, granted to his free 
Burgeſſes of Triuereu, that they ſhould have all 
their free Cuſtoms, and ſuch as were uſed in Cities, 
and the ſame in all things which they had in the 
time of Richard de Lucy: (That is to ſay) Sac, 
Soc, Tol, Them, and Infangenethuf; and granted 
them, that they ſhould not plead or be proſecuted 
in Hundred or County-Courts, nor for any ſum- 
mons, ſhould go any where to any law-duſineſs 
without the Town of Triuereu; and that they 
ſhould be quit from paying Toll through all Carn- 
wall, in Fairs and Markets, and whereſoever they, 

| bought and fold. And that for the goods they 
truſted, when they were not paid, they, might 
diſtrain their debtors, when they found them in 
their Town. The Charter itſelf runs thus:

This trading gild, fellowſhip, community, or 
fraternity, was in thoſe times, with the pri | 
belonging to it, the very conſtitution of a Burgh, 
and was always a ſelect number, diſtributed into 
ſeveral ranks and orders, and the whole fellowſhip 
or fraternity of the gild of New-Windfor, asit, 
had been formerly eſtabliſhed according to the

the ſame. Of theſe 28 or 30 brethren, thirteen 
were to be called Fellows or Benchers of the Gild- 
| hall; and of them thirteen, ten were to be called 
Aldermen or chief Benchers, out of which the 
Mayor is to be choſen, and the two Bailiffs out of 
the brethren of the Burgh. Here we have the 


myſtery of the community or corporation unfolded, 


that it conſiſted of a Mayor, two Bailiffs, and 28 
or 30 Brethren of the Gild-hall, who were the 
Mayor, Bayliffs, and Burgeſſes, according to the 
ancient uſage and cuſtom of the town. And if the 
ancient charters, writings, and monuments of all 
Burghs, or pretended Burghs in England, were in- 
ſpected, judiciouſly examined, and compared one 
with another, the meaning of the word, coOMMU- 
NITAS, community, (or, as vulgarly tranſlated) 
the commonalty, would be as clear and perſpicuous 


as it is in this place of Windſor, or any other 


City or Burgh.
